1 cucharada de chalotes 
2 cucharadas de perejil 
1/3 taza de crema espesa 
1/2 cucharadita de sal molida 
1/4  cucharadita  de pimienta negra 
molida 
1 cucharada de aceite vegetal 
2  cucharadas  de panceta sin curar 
cortada en cubitos 
1 cucharada de mantequilla 
1/2 cucharadita de sal molida 
1/4  cucharadita  de pimienta negra 
molida 
2 cucharadas de perejil 
2 brotes de guisantes 
3 rebanadas de rábano cherry belle 
2 hojas de acedera roja 


Direcciones: 


1 - Agrega 2 muslos de pollo enteros 
a una olla y deja hervir.  Quita la 
escoria.

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DURING 2 drug seizures in the Dutch 
Caribbean Region Zr.Ms. Groningen has inter- 
cepted almost 1.000 kilograms of cocaine.

In the Netherlands, euthanasia has 
been legalized under strict conditions, 
making it a pioneer in the global land- 
scape of assisted suicide. The Dutch law 
permits individuals enduring unbear- 
able pain with no prospect of improve- 
ment to request medical assistance in 
ending their lives. The process is highly 
regulated, with physicians carefully 
assessing patients’ mental compe- 
tency and suffering.

In stark contrast, euthanasia remains 
illegal in Aruba, aligning with the tradi- 
tional stance of many societies that 
emphasize the sanctity of life. The legal 
and ethical considerations in Aruba 
prioritize the protection of life, and 
any form of assisted suicide is strictly 
prohibited. 
These two contrasting approaches 
reflect how cultural, religious, and 


ethical beliefs deeply influence a soci- 
ety’s position on euthanasia. The 
Netherlands places the weight of deci- 
sion-making on individual rights, while 
Aruba emphasizes the preservation of 
life as an overarching principle.

FORTNITE’S parent company, Epic Games, has reached a 
settlement with the Federal Trade Commission worth $520 
million over allegations that they violated the Children’s 
Online Privacy Protection Act and misled players into making 
unwanted purchases. The FTC accused the company of using 
“dark patterns” in their game design to deceive players, 
particularly children. 


Epic will pay $245 million in refunds and modify their game 
design as part of the agreement. This landmark case warns 
all video game companies that deceptive practices will not 
be tolerated when exploiting players. 


If you are a gamer from Aruba, there is a slight possibility 
that your Epic Account may work, provided that it is set in 
the US Region and you paid using a Credit Card.

FTC settlement, you can file a claim online by visiting https:// 
www.fortniterefund.com/File-a-Claim. To file a claim, you 
must provide your name, email address, and Epic Account 
ID. The deadline for filing a claim is January 17, 2024. The 
refund amount will depend on the number of claims filed, 
with the FTC estimating an average of $20 per claim.

Now, there’s speculation that the 
country may undergo its most significant rebranding yet, 
with a proposed name change from India to Bharat. While 
this move is ostensibly about shedding colonial legacies, it 
raises questions about underlying motivations. 


The notion of renaming India is not entirely new, but recent 
developments at the G20 summit have sparked fresh interest. 
Indian President Droupadi Murmu’s invitation referred 
to her as the “President of Bharat,” and Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi’s nameplate indicated “Bharat” instead of 
“India.” These seemingly symbolic gestures could be part of 
a grander unveiling. 


So, why change the name? Bharat is already one of India’s 
official names, as affirmed in the nation’s constitution. 
However, critics argue that this move is less about shedding 
colonial ties and more about furthering the right-wing Hindu 
ideology championed by Modi’s Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP). Their goal is to establish India as a “Hindu rashtra 
(nation),” emphasizing its Hindu identity. 


This potential name change is part of a broader pattern of 
actions that make life increasingly challenging for India’s 
Muslim minority, which comprises 14% of the population. 


Discrimination in employment and education, along with 
rising communal violence, have become pressing concerns. 


The Modi government’s renaming spree extends beyond 
cities to towns and historic sites, often removing names 
associated with Muslim empires that once ruled the subcon- 
tinent. While the proposal to rename India faces opposition, 
it underscores the government’s intent to reshape the coun- 
try’s identity. 


However, a name change of this magnitude carries signifi- 
cant logistical and financial implications. Reinscribing land- 
marks, redrawing maps, and reprinting books could amount 
to substantial costs. With India being the world’s fifth- 
largest economy but having a per capita income much lower 
than China’s, some argue that resources might be better 
directed towards addressing pressing issues, such as ethnic 
violence, unemployment, and human rights concerns. 


While there are signs of pushback, including the Supreme 
Court’s defense of secularism and UN condemnation of 
actions against the Muslim minority, the proposed name 
change to Bharat remains a subject of debate. It highlights 
a fundamental question: Should symbolism take precedence 
over addressing critical issues affecting the nation’s diverse 
population? 


Renaming India to Bharat: 


Symbolism or Shift in Priorities? 
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IN a recent development, United Airlines has revealed the 
discovery of counterfeit components in two of its aircraft 
engines. This revelation places the airline in the midst of a 
concerning trend affecting carriers worldwide, all linked to 
supplier AOG Technics. 


A spokesperson for United Airlines disclosed that these 
counterfeit parts were identified in one engine from each of 
the two aircraft. Alarmingly, one of these aircraft was already 
undergoing routine maintenance when the discovery was 
made. In response, United Airlines has swiftly taken action 
by replacing the compromised engines, ensuring passenger 
safety remains a top priority. 


This discovery was prompted by information provided by 
United’s suppliers, triggering a comprehensive investiga- 
tion into the matter. The fraudulent components in question 
are seals on compressor stator vanes, critical elements that 
guide airflow within the engine. United Airlines, at this point, 
has not specified the aircraft models equipped with these 


compromised engines. 


United Airlines now joins the ranks of major carriers that have 
confirmed the presence of suspect components sourced 
from AOG in their fleets. Notable names among them include 
Southwest Airlines Co. and Virgin Australia Airlines Pty. This 
discovery has sent shockwaves throughout the aviation 
industry, raising concerns about the safety of parts supplied 
by AOG. It has also ignited a global effort within the aviation 
sector to identify and remove such components from circu- 
lation. 


Additionally, CFM International Inc., a joint venture between 
General Electric Co. and Safran SA responsible for manufac- 
turing engines for various older-generation Airbus SE A320 
and Boeing 737 aircraft, previously reported the use of fraud- 
ulent documentation with parts in 68 of its power plants. 
This underscores the urgency of a thorough industry-wide 
investigation into component sourcing and safety, ensuring 
passenger well-being remains paramount. 


United Airlines Uncovers Fake Engine 
Parts in Growing Supplier Scandal 
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THE recent decision by President Luis Abinader to close the 
borders between the Dominican Republic and Haiti, encom- 
passing land, sea, and air routes, has significant implica- 
tions for these neighboring nations that share the island of 
Hispaniola. The closure comes after a period of escalating 
tensions and underscores a multifaceted issue. 


The roots of this decision can be traced to the governance 
crisis in Haiti, characterized by the activities of criminal 
groups that have proven difficult for the Haitian authori- 
ties to control. In response to this situation, a considerable 
number of Haitians sought refuge in the Dominican Republic. 
However, many of them were subsequently deported by the 
Abinader government. 


While the influx of Haitian migrants is a contributing factor, 
the primary source of tension revolves around a critical 
shared resource: the waters of the Masacre River, also known 
as Dajabón. This 55-kilometer river has historically served 
as a natural boundary between the two countries. 


Several years ago, construction began on an “irrigation 
canal” on the Haitian side of the river, aimed at mitigating 


drought in the Maribaroux agricultural regions. However, this 
project faced interruptions following the assassination of 
Haitian President Jovenel Moïse in July 2021. Subsequently, 
Haitian agricultural groups privately resumed construction, 
a move contested by the Dominican government. 


The Dominican Republic asserts that the canal diverts water 
from the Masacre River, posing a dual threat to its security 
and sovereignty. Furthermore, it argues that this initiative 
violates the 1929 Treaty of Peace and Perpetual Arbitration, 
as well as other bilateral border agreements. 


Negotiations had been ongoing between the two nations until 
President Abinader’s announcement of the border closure. 
He declared his withdrawal from the dialogue table, insisting 
that Haiti must suspend work on the canal before talks could 
resume. The Haitian government maintains that it has the 
sovereign right to manage its natural resources, especially 
for the irrigation of Maribaroux’s agricultural lands. 


Amid these ongoing tensions, the canal project persists, 
with Haitian farmers displaying a steadfast determination to 
continue, despite the border closure and the suspension of 
Dominican visas for Haitians. 


The situation remains intricate, with the shared river 
emerging as a central point of contention, complicating the 
relationship between these neighboring states. 


Causes and Implications 


The Closure of the Dominican Republic-Haiti Borders 
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IN a groundbreaking move, Singapore’s Changi Airport is 
gearing up to revolutionize travel with the introduction of 
passport-free departures using automated immigration 
clearance. This bold step towards the future of travel aims to 
streamline passenger processing by utilizing biometric data, 
significantly reducing the need for physical travel docu- 
ments. 


Singapore’s Communications Minister, Josephine Teo, 
revealed this ambitious plan during a parliamentary session 
on Monday, where key changes to the country’s Immigration 
Act were approved. She stated that Singapore would be 
among the pioneers globally in implementing automated, 
passport-free immigration clearance. 


Biometric technology, already partly in use at Changi 
Airport’s automated lanes in immigration checkpoints, will 
play a pivotal role in this transformation. The objective is to 
create a unified system of authentication through biomet- 
rics, primarily facial recognition, that will be applied across 
various touch points within the airport, including baggage 
drops, immigration clearance, and boarding gates. This 


innovation promises a more seamless and convenient travel 
experience, as passengers will no longer need to present 
physical documents such as passports and boarding passes 
at every checkpoint. 


However, it’s important to note that passports will still be 
necessary for travel to countries outside of Singapore that 
do not offer passport-free clearance. 


Changi Airport, which handled over 5 million passenger 
movements in June 2023, surpassing the 5 million mark 
for the first time since the onset of the Covid-19 pandemic 
in January 2020, is planning for an even brighter future. 
The airport is renowned for its world-class facilities and is 
often considered a destination in itself. To accommodate the 
growing number of travelers, a fifth terminal is in the works. 


Changi Airport’s vision is to return to pre-pandemic levels 
of passenger and air traffic, and the implementation of the 
biometric system in 2024 is expected to play a crucial role 
in achieving smoother passenger flows and enhancing the 
overall travel experience for visitors to and from Singapore. 


Singapore’s Changi Airport to Implement 
Passport-Free Travel with Biometrics in 2024 
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THE European Commission is currently 
contemplating the allocation of addi- 
tional funds from the EU’s agricultural 
reserve to assist Slovenia and Greece 
in the aftermath of devastating extreme 
weather events. However, other EU 
member states are growing increas- 
ingly skeptical of how the reserve is 
being utilized. 


In recent weeks, both Greece and 
Slovenia have been severely affected by 
floods, resulting in extensive damage, 
including impacts on their agricultural 
sectors. 
Slovenian Agriculture Minister Irena 
Šinko described the situation, stating, 
“The damages in Slovenia are extremely 
high,” during a meeting of agricul- 
ture ministers in Brussels on Monday, 
September 18. 


Greece’s 
Agriculture 
Minister 
Eleutherios Agkenakes added, “Greece, 
due to its geographic position, finds 
itself at the eye of the storm of the 
impact of climate change,” noting that 
Greece had also experienced severe 
wildfires earlier this summer. 


In response to the dire situation, 
Agriculture 
Commissioner 
Janusz 
Wojciechowski 
stated 
that 
the 
Commission is prepared to consider an 
agricultural exceptional measure using 
funds from the agricultural reserve. 
He emphasized the need to discuss 
possible tools to support farmers 
affected by these catastrophic events 
in both countries. 


Aside from the reserve funds, these 
tools could include unused funds 
from the countries’ rural develop- 
ment programs under the Common 
Agricultural Policy (CAP), the EU’s 
program of significant agricultural 
subsidies. 


However, the use of the agricultural 
reserve is raising concerns. These 
funds are set aside annually within CAP 
to address market disturbances. But 
for 2023, the reserve has already been 
fully utilized, requiring any additional 
funds to come from the 2024 budget. 


While Greece and Slovenia expressed 
openness to accessing the 2024 
reserve, not all member states were 
convinced of this approach. Lithuanian 
vice-minister Vytenis Tomkus warned 
that the agricultural reserve may not 
be equipped to handle crises of this 
magnitude. 


Latvian representative Mārtiņš Kreitus 
stressed the importance of trans- 
parent, evidence-based, negotiated, 
and accepted principles and method- 
ology for granting exceptional financial 
support from the agricultural reserve 
among member states. 


Ireland’s Minister Charlie McConalogue 
pointed out the increasing frequency 
of extreme weather events and called 
for a reconsideration of how the EU 


manages such situations, including 
whether the agricultural reserve is the 
appropriate instrument for addressing 
them. 


Commissioner Wojciechowski acknowl- 
edged the need for reflection on the use 
of available tools, including the agri- 
cultural reserve, to ensure they are fit 
for purpose. He noted that the reserve 
was initially created to assist farmers 
during market crises but is currently 
being used for different purposes. 


Meanwhile, 
Greek 
and 
Slovenian 
ministers highlighted the extensive 
damage caused by the floods to their 
respective farming sectors. Greece’s 
Agkenakes stressed the significant 
impact on Greek society, economy, and 
agricultural production, which poses 
a risk of food shortages. Slovenia’s 
Šinko detailed the damage to agricul- 
tural land, facilities, machinery, and 
the supply of seeds, animal feed, and 
the food processing industry, with 
total estimated agricultural damage 
amounting to approximately €145 
million. 


Support for Slovenia and Greece Following Floods 
Raises Concerns About EU Agricultural Reserve 
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DANA White, the former UFC President and current CEO, 
has expressed his deep dissatisfaction with the split draw 
decision in the main event of Noche UFC, which took place 
recently. The fight in question was the highly anticipated 
rematch between Alexa Grasso and Valentina Shevchenko 
for the UFC flyweight title. 


White did not mince words during a Contender Series press 
conference, where he voiced his strong disapproval of one 
judge’s scoring. Specifically, he took issue with the judge 
who scored a 10-8 round, a decision that played a crucial 
role in the fight ending in a draw. 
“When I found out that one of the judges scored 10-8, I’m 
like, this guy should be thoroughly investigated for this,” 
White stated, expressing his disbelief. “This is the craziest 
outcome I’ve ever witnessed.” 


White also revealed that he had engaged in discussions with 
the Nevada Athletic Commission, expressing his concerns 
about judge Mike Bell, who had awarded a 10-8 round to 
Grasso in the fifth round of the fight. He shared that the 
commission assured him that Bell’s intentions were not 


malicious but rather a result of an honest mistake. 
However, White’s frustrations extended to the likelihood that 
Bell would not face the media to address questions about 
his scoring decision. White’s sentiments are noteworthy, 
considering his own interactions with the media have not 
always been transparent or accommodating. 


Valentina Shevchenko, the UFC title challenger and former 
champion, echoed White’s surprise and dissatisfaction with 
the 10-8 scorecard. She explained her perspective during 
a post-fight press conference, emphasizing that a 10-8 
round typically involves one fighter being entirely passive. 
Shevchenko argued that in the fifth round, Grasso did not 
exhibit such passivity, as she actively engaged in stand-up 
fighting for the majority of the round. 


Shevchenko expressed her hope that judging criteria 
would evolve to prevent such discrepancies, highlighting 
the frustration many fighters experience when faced with 
contentious decisions. Despite the outcome being officially 
recorded as a draw, she emphasized that it was not a victory 
in her view. 


Dana White Calls for Investigation 
into UFC Title Fight Decision
